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, INTRODUCTION. 
To the Members of the Easingwold Rural District Council. 
Gentlemen, 


I submit for your consideration the Report required bythe Minister 
of Health under the Sanitary Officers (Outside London) Regulations ,1935, 
and the Sanitary Officers Order, 1926 for the year 1950. During the most 
of the year under review I acted as your Medical Officer of Health oving to 
the prolonged scrious illness of Dr. F.D. Ross-Keyt, who had to resign his 
conibined appointnent in January, 1951 for the same reason. He will be 
difficult to replace ag he was a very experienced officer, having held 
appointments as Medical Officer of Health of the Metropolitan Borough of Stoke 
Newington and in the North Riding of the Borough of Thornaby and the Stokesley 
Rural District. 


The completion during the last months of the Ryedale Joint Water 
Board's major scheme of construction of certain pumping stations and reservoirs 
will be of interest to the members of the Council as the extension of this 
scheme westward will guarantee future supplies of water as far as one can 


reasonably foretell. There is great need-in the villages of Alne, 
Brafferton, Helperby, Shipton and Tollerton for a moderm water carriage 
scheme of sewage disposal. Conservancy methods of dealing with human 


excreta are only safe and efficient when the disposal is carefully and 
hygienically carricd out. 


IT am indebted to Mr. J.R. Blakeway, your Senior Sanitary Inspector 
and Surveyor for the detailed statistics ;+rintcd herewith and I have to 
acknowledge also the assistance of my colleaguc, Dr. Margaret Barnitt, on 
the examination of personnel at one factory employing local girls on 
"Burling and Mending" woollen fabrics.

For the whole of the District 183 births were registered (98 males, 
85 females) as compared with 202 in 1949, and 181 in 194.8, the birth rate 
being 15.49 as compared with 18.46 in 1949 and 17.19 in 1948. 

The total deaths registered in the whole district were 129 
(71 males, 58 females) as compared with 132 in 1949 and 119 in 1948, 
the rate being 10.92 as compared with 12.07 in 1949 and 11.28 in 198.

Notifiable diseases during the yoar. 


336 cases of notifiable diseases were reported during the year and 
details of these are given on Table "A", Table "B" annexed fives 
particulars relating to the new cases of Tuberculosis and deaths from 
that disease. 

Causes of Sickness. 

The chief causes were Scarlet Fever 7, Measlcs 189 cascs,Pneuwnonia 3 
cases, Whooping Cough 16 cases, Chicken Pox 96 cases,Erysipelas 1 case, 
Malaria 1 case. In all except one or two instances, cases of Scarlet 
Fever were removed to the Isolation Hospital and all premises were 
disinfected. There were 3 cases of Acute Poliomyelitis.

6. Sanitary Circumstances of the Area. 


_Water Supply. A satisfactory supply of water has becn maintained 
in all the area served by the Public Mains. No serious breakdown of 


plant accurred, and it was only for a short while on one or two 
occasions found necessary to resort to the use of special measures 
to maintain the supply. 


The laying of the new mains which are part of the 
Ryedale Water Scheme is proceeding satisfactorily and has almost 
reached a point where they can be put into use in the better distrubution 
of the water available. 


The water from one section of the present supply 
systems is less satisfactory as regards bacteriological quality and it 


is giving cause for concern. To protect the consumers extra care 
is being exercised in the maintenance and the operating the chlorinator 
plants. 


Water sampling of the mains water, before and after 
chlorination, has been systematically and regularly carried out. 
Thirty three samples of treated water and thirty cight samples of 
the untreated water taken from the mains were submitted for 
bacteriological examination. Twenty five of the samples of the 
untreated water were reported to be unsatisfactory. Chemical 
analysis of the water has not been carried out during the year. 


The water supplied is not liable to plumbo- 
solvent action. Approximately 100 houses out of the 2,100 houses 
supplied take their water from standpipes. 
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6. Water Supply continued.

During the year approximately 50 premises have been 
connected to the mains water supply and 50 extensions to existing 
waten Services carried out. 


7- Drainage and Sewerage. The district is inadequately provided 
Witn sewerage and sewage disposal works. Nothing other than the 


carrying out of the schemes agreed for the sewerage of Alnec, Tollerton, 
Helperby, Bratferton and Shipton can effectively deal with the 
unsatisfactory conditions existing in those villages. 


8. Public Cleansing. 


(i) In the tovmship of Hasingwold there is a full scheme of collection. 
mn the rest of the district there is a collection of indestructable 
material, tims, bottles etc., but no collection of ashes, nightsoil 
or sweepi 


(a) Dry refuse is collected by direct labour, the necessary haulage 
being hired where scavenging is undertaken. 


(b) There is no method of collection from carth closets except in 
Easingwold where the work is undertaken by a Contractor. 


(c) The refuse which is collected is disposed of by tipping. 


(d) The refuse from the carth closets and privies is ploughed into 
agricultural land. 


(ec) The cleansing of cesspools is not undertaken. by the Council. 


(f) There was no system of collection of salvage in the district 
during 1950.
